[Claim 2] The registration method according to claim 1 read from the data 
beforehand memorized by the portable telephone itself by which the data which 
specify a customer were connected to management equipment. 

[Claim 3] The data which specify a customer are the registration method containing 
the data which specify at least one of the serial number of a portable telephone, and 
the telephone numbers of a portable telephone according to claim 1 or 2. 
[Claim 4] The data which specify a customer are the registration method given in 
any 1 term of the claims 1-3 containing the data which specify a customers own 
personal identification number or own password. 

[Claim 5] The registration method according to claim 4 of demanding from a 
customer the registration of data which specifies a customer's own personal 
identification number or own password. 

[Claim 6] The registration method according to claim 4 or 5 urged to a customer 
that a portable telephone or management equipment is operated and registration of 
data which specifies a customers own personal identification number or own 
password is performed. 

[Claim 7] The registration method given in any 1 term of the claims 1-6 which 
register the data which specify a customer as management equipment. 
[Claim 8] The registration method given in any 1 term of the claims 1-7 which 
register the data which specify a customer as the server or other management 
equipments which were linked to management equipment through the communication 
line. 

[Claim 9] The registration method given in any 1 term of the claims 1-8 which face 
registering the data which specify the customer from a portable telephone, search 
whether the same data as the data concerned are already registered, and determine 
the propriety of registration based on this reference result. 

[Claim 10] The registration method according to claim 9 of telling at least one side 
of the determination of a reference result and the propriety of registration at least 
by one side of the displays in which voice and viewing are possible. 
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[Claim 1 1] The registration method according to claim 9 or 10 of registering the data 
which specify a customers address, name, or age after the determination of the 
propriety of registration. 

[Claim 12] The registration method given in any 1 term of the claims 1-11 which 
publish the member card which memorized a part of registration matter [ at least ] 
after registration. 

[Claim 13] The medal management method for games which connects a customers 
portable telephone to the management equipment currently installed in the game 
center equipped with the medal game, searches the data which specify the customer 
beforehand registered from the data which specify the customer from this 
connected portable telephone, and manages either [ at least ] a deposit of the medal 
concerning the game center concerned of the customer concerned, or the 
expenditure based on this reference result. 

[Claim 14] The medal management method for games according to claim 13 read 
from the data beforehand memorized by the portable telephone itself by which the 
data which specify a customer were connected to management equipment. 
[Claim 15] The data which specify a customer are a medal management method 
containing the data which specify at least one of the serial number of a portable 
telephone, and the telephone numbers of a portable telephone for games according 
to claim 1 3 or 14. 

[Claim 16] The data which specify a customer are a medal management method for 
games given in any 1 term of the claims 13-15 containing the data which specify a 
customers own personal identification number or own password. 
[Claim 17] The medal management method for games according to claim 16 which 
demands from a customer the entry of data which specifies a customers own 
personal identification number or own password in order to search the data which 
specify the customer beforehand registered from the data which specify the 
customer from a portable telephone. 

[Claim 18] The medal management method for games according to claim 17 which 
demands from a customer the entry of data which specifies a customer's own 
personal identification number or own password using a portable telephone or 
management equipment. 

[Claim 19] The medal management method for games given in any 1 term of the 
claims 13-18 which register into management equipment beforehand the data which 
specify a customer. 

[Claim 20] The medal management method for games given in any 1 term of the 
claims 13-19 beforehand registered into the server or other management 
equipments to which the data which specify a customer were linked by management 
equipment through the communication line. 

[Claim 21] The medal management method for games given in any 1 term of the 
claims 13-20 which tell a reference result at least by one side of the displays in 
which voice and viewing are possible. 
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[Claim 22] The medal management method for games given in any 1 term of the 
claims 13-21 which input the deposit number of sheets of a medal after a reference 
result in a deposit of a medal. 

[Claim 23] The medal management method for games given in any 1 term of the 
claims 13-21 which input the" expenditure number of sheets of a medal after a 
reference result in expenditure of a medal. 

[Claim 24] The deposit rear stirrup of a medal is a medal management method for 
games given in any 1 term of the claims 13-23 which memorize. medal custody 
number of sheets to management equipment after expenditure of a medal. 
[Claim 25] The deposit rear stirrup of a medal is a medal management method for 
games given in any 1 term of the claims 13-24 which memorize medal custody 
number of sheets to the server or other management equipments which were linked 
to management equipment through the communication line after expenditure of a 
medal. 

[Claim 26] The deposit rear stirrup of a medal is a medal management method for 
games given in any 1 term of the claims 13-25 which memorize medal custody 
number of sheets to a portable telephone after expenditure of a medal. 
[Claim 27] The deposit rear stirrup of a medal is a medal management method for 
games given in any 1 term of the claims 13-26 which tell the medal custody number 
of sheets after expenditure of a medal at least by one side of the displays in which 
voice and viewing are possible. 

[Claim 28] The deposit rear stirrup of a medal is a medal management method for 
games given in any 1 term of the claims 13-27 which demand recognition of the 
medal custody number of sheets after expenditure of a medal from a customer. 
[Claim 29] The medal management method for games given in any 1 term of the 
claims 13-28 which give an indication of a deposit of a medal or the history of 
expenditure of a medal which can be viewed. 

[Claim 30] The medal management method for games given in any 1 term of the 
claims 13-29 which send the information which contained the medal custody number 
of sheets of the customer concerned in a customers portable telephone removed 
from the terminal. 

[Claim 31] The medal management method for games given in any 1 term of the 
claims 13-30 which send the information containing the game software to which a 
customer can perform a medal game to a customer s portable telephone removed 
from the terminal the charge or for nothing. 

[Claim 32] The medal management method for games according to claim 31 which 
subtracts required medal number of sheets from a customers medal custody 
number of sheets, and makes the medal number of sheets after subtraction a 
customer's medal custody number of sheets in case the information containing game 
software is sent for pay. 

[Claim 33] The medal management method for games according to claim 31 or 32 
urged to a customer that the medal number of sheets newly gained after the game 
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of the medal game concerning game software is transmitted to the management 
equipment or the server concerning a game center. 

[Claim 34] The medal management method for games given in any 1 term of the 
claims 30-33 which include the advertisement of the medal game of new arrival of 
goods of a game center or other game centers of a sequence, an event, etc. in 
information. 

[Claim 35] Management equipment which is management equipment for enforcing 
the registration method of a publication in any 1 term of claims 1-12, and can 
connect a portable telephone now. 

[Claim 36] Management equipment which is management equipment for enforcing 
the medal management method for the games of a publication in any 1 term of 
claims 13-34, and can connect a portable telephone now. 

[Claim 37] Management equipment is management equipment according to claim 36 
or 37 whose reading of at least one of the serial number of a portable telephone and 
the telephone numbers of a portable telephone has become possible. 
[Claim 38] The portable telephone which is a portable telephone for enforcing the 
registration method of a publication in any 1 term of claims 1-12, and can be 
connected now to management equipment. 

[Claim 39] The portable telephone which is a portable telephone for enforcing the 
medal management method for the games of a publication in any 1 term of claims 
1 3-34, and can be connected now to management equipment. 

[Claim 40] A portable telephone is a portable telephone according to claim 38 or 39 
read by management equipment at least in one side of the serial number and 
telephone number of a portable telephone. 
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[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention relates to the 
management equipment and the portable telephone for enforcing the registration 
method of the customer who performs the medal game installed in the game center, 
the management methods of the medal for games, and those methods. 
[0002] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] In order to perform the medal game 
installed in the game center, when the loan of a medal is first received with payment 
of game costs in the game center concerned and a medal usually remains after a 
game end, a customer can return this remaining medal to a game center (deposit), 
and can receive the loan (expenditure) of this returned medal by next coming to the 
store. 

[0003] A game center publishes the member card which memorized magnetically the 
information which specifies the customer concerned as the customer who returned 
the medal, and is made to lend out a medal to the customer who brought this 
member card by next coming to the store. 

[0004] By the way, it means having left it with as at the house without walking with 
[ the method of publishing a member card and managing a deposit and expenditure 
of a customer s medal will impose a duty of possession of a member card upon a 
customer, and a big burden will be forced upon the customer who possesses many 
of other cards, and ] a member card for some customers, and is not necessarily 
desirable for a customer. 

[0005] In addition, with a member card, information, such as a medal game of the 
new arrival of goods for the customer itself being unable to check the deposit 
number of sheets of a medal upwards, and a game center stimulating frequent 
coming to the store of a customer and an event, cannot be immediately passed to a 
customer, and ****** is not raised so much. 

[0006] The place which this invention is made in view of aforementioned many 
points, and is made into the purpose It ** by not imposing a duty of possession of a 
member card upon a customer in coming to the store. It is in mitigating a customer s 
burden and offering the management equipment and the portable telephone for 
enforcing the registration method of the customer who performs the medal game 
installed in the game center which may increase ******, the management methods 
of the medal for games, and those methods. 

[0007] The place made into other purposes of this invention is for the customer 
itself to be able to check the deposit number of sheets of a medal, ** by the ability 
passing various information to a customer moreover, and offer the management 
equipment and the portable telephone for enforcing the management methods and 
those methods of the medal for games which may increase ******. 
[0008] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The registration method of the first mode by this 
invention connects a customer s portable telephone to the management equipment 
currently installed in the game center, and is in the place registered as data which 
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specify the customer who performs a medal game for the data which specify the 
customer from this connected portable telephone. 

[0009] In order to register the data which specify a customer using a portable 
telephone according to the registration method of this first mode, in next coming to 
the store, it ** by being able to specify a customer using a portable telephone and 
not imposing a duty of possession of a member card upon a customer, a customer's 
burden can be mitigated, and ****** may be increased. 

[0010] In this invention, the so-called PHS is also included as a portable telephone, 
again Although it is desirable that the game center which registers is equipped with 
the medal game If a game center and the game center of a sequence concerned are 
equipped with the medal game, the need will not not necessarily exist, as 
management equipment usually, when [ which consists of computers by which 
program control is carried out, and is connected to a server (main phone) and this 
server] a managerial system consists of terminal units (cordless handset) of a piece 
at least A server or a terminal unit may be used and the whole managerial system 
may be used further, and when this managerial system is not built, you may consist 
of computers of a piece. 

[001 1] In this invention, and the data which specify a customer like the registration 
method of the second mode As data which may read from the data beforehand 
memorized by the portable telephone itself connected to management equipment, 
and specify a customer What contains the data which specify at least one of the 
serial number of a portable telephone and the telephone numbers of a portable 
telephone like the registration method of the third mode may be used, like the 
registration method of the fourth mode The data which specify a customers own 
personal identification number or own passwprd may be included. 
[0012] If the data which specify a customer are read from the data beforehand 
memorized by the portable telephone itself, namely, the data which specify the serial 
number peculiar to a portable telephone, the telephone number, etc. are read from 
the storage of a portable telephone If the data which specify a customers own 
personal identification number or own password as the data which are not made 
worried [ a customer s hand ] upwards, and can prevent a registration error, and 
specify a customer are included, use of others by loss of a portable telephone etc. 
can be prevented effectively. 

[0013] About the registration of data which specifies a customers own personal 
identification number or own password Or you may make it urge to a customer with 
inkers, such as a printer, etc. by voice generators, such as drops, such as a display 
of management equipment, or a loudspeaker, or the case, the registration method of 
the fifth mode of this invention — like — this — the salesclerk of a game center — 
in this case You may make it urge a customer to operate a portable telephone or 
management equipment and to perform registration of data which specifies a 
customer s own personal identification number or own password like the registration 
method of the sixth mode of this invention.

[0014] The secret nature of a personal identification number or a password can be 
held by demanding this from a customer like the fifth or sixth mode, and making it 
carry out to a customer about registration of the data about a personal identification 
number or a password. 

[001 5] In the registration method of this invention, the data which specify a 
customer may be stored in the server or other management equipments which could 
be made to memorize the data which specify a customer as management equipment 
like the seventh mode, could register, and replaced with this, or were linked to 
management equipment through the communication line like the eighth mode with 
this, and you may register with them. 

[001 6] If it registers in [ the server or management equipment of a head office ] 
package like the eighth mode while it can cut down costs, such as a server, upwards 
and an advertisement local later etc. can be performed finely, if data are registered 
in local like the seventh mode, this can be used as a database and can be used 
effectively [ advertising customer acquisition, a management plan, etc. ] and 
effectively. 

[001 7] It faces registering the data which specify the customer from a portable 
telephone like the ninth mode in the registration method of this invention. It 
searches whether the same data as the data concerned are already registered, and 
the propriety of registration is determined based on this reference result, in this 
case like the tenth mode At least one side of the determination of a reference result 
and the propriety of registration is told at least by one side of the displays in which 
voice and viewing are possible. 

[0018] In addition, if the data which specify a customers address, name, or age are 
related with the data which specify a customer and are registered like the 
registration method of the eleventh mode of this invention after the determination of 
the propriety of registration, the database which can exclude useless operation and 
has utility value more about customer acquisition upwards can be built. Moreover, it 
may be made to publish the member card which memorized a part of registration 
matter [ at least ] after registration like the registration method of the twelfth mode

of this invention, and by issue of this member card, when the customer has not done 
**** bringing of the portable telephone, a deposit and expenditure of a medal can be 
performed as usual. 

[0019] The medal management method for the games of the first mode of this 
invention is to connect a customers portable telephone to the management 

r 

equipment currently installed in the game center equipped with the medal game, 
search the data which specify the customer beforehand registered from the data 
which specify the customer from this connected portable telephone, and manage 
either [ at least ] a deposit of the medal concerning the game center concerned of 
the customer concerned, or the expenditure based on this reference result. 
[0020] In order according to the management method of this invention to search the 
data beforehand registered from the data from a portable telephone using a portable 
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telephone and to manage a medal based on this reference result, it ** by not 
imposing a duty of possession of a member card upon a customer, a customers 
burden is mitigated, and ****** may be increased. 

[0021] In this invention, the data which specify a customer like the management 
method of the second mode As data which read from the data beforehand 
memorized by the portable telephone itself connected to management equipment, 
and specify a customer What contains the data which specify at least one of the 
serial number of a portable telephone and the telephone numbers of a portable 
telephone like the management method of the third mode may contain the data 
which specify a customers own personal identification number or own password like 
the fourth mode. 

[0022] According to the management method of this the second or third mode, a 
customers hand is not troubled upwards, a registration error can be prevented, and 
use of others by the cellular phone which carried out loss etc. can be effectively 
prevented according to the management method of the fourth mode. 
[0023] When the data which specify a customer contain the data which specify a 
personal identification number or a password, in the management method of this 
invention In order to search the data which specify the customer beforehand 
registered like the fifth mode from the data which specify the customer from a 
portable telephone You may make it demand from a customer the entry of data 
which specifies a customer's own personal identification number or own password, 
further in this case You may make it demand from a customer the entry of data 
which specifies a customers own personal identification number or own password 
using a portable telephone or management equipment like the sixth mode. 
[0024] According to the management method of the fifth or sixth mode, the secret 
nature of a personal identification number or a password can be held, moreover, a 
salesclerk burden can be mitigated and the trouble by the input error can be avoided. 
[0025] In the management method of this invention, like, it has each data of the 
seventh or eighth mode which specifies a customer by the registration method 
which was indicated previously preferably in the server or other management 
equipments to which it was linked by management equipment or management 
equipment through the communication line, and it is beforehand registered into them. 
[0026] By the management method of the ninth mode of this invention, a reference 
result is told at least by one side of the displays in which voice and viewing are 
possible, in the management method of the tenth mode In a deposit of a medal, the 
deposit number of sheets of a medal is inputted after a reference result, in the 
management method of the eleventh mode In expenditure of a medal, the 
expenditure number of sheets of a medal is inputted after a reference result, in the 
management method of the mode of the twelfth or 13 The deposit rear stirrup of a 
medal memorizes medal custody number of sheets after expenditure of a medal to 
the server or other management equipments which memorized medal custody 
number of sheets to management equipment, or were linked to management 
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equipment through the communication line. 

[0027] If a reference result is told like the management method of the ninth mode, 
the next operation can be ensured without futility, like the management method of 
the tenth and eleventh modes If medal number of sheets is inputted after a 
reference result, useless number-of-sheets alter operation is avoidable, like the 
management method of the twelfth mode If medal custody number of sheets is 
memorized in local, while it can cut down costs, such as a server, upwards and local 
management can be performed finely, like the management method of the thirteenth 
mode For example, if medal custody number of sheets is memorized in package to 
the server or management equipment of a head office, this can be used as a 
database and can be used effectively [ advertising customer acquisition, a 
management plan, etc. ] and effectively. 

[0028] Moreover, when you may make it memorize the deposit rear stirrup of a 
medal to a portable telephone and it carries out medal custody number of sheets in 
this way after expenditure of a medal like the management method of the 14th mode 
in this invention at it It can make it possible to check medal custody number of 
sheets for customer itself always, moreover In expenditure of a next medal, 
coincidence with the medal custody number of sheets by the side of a game center 
can be checked, and a trouble can be avoided, like the management method of the 
1 5th mode further You may make it the deposit rear stirrup of a medal tell the medal 
custody number of sheets after expenditure of a medal at least by one side of the 
displays in which voice and viewing are possible, like the management method of the 
16th mode The deposit rear stirrup of a medal by making it demand recognition of 
the medal custody number of sheets after expenditure of a medal from a customer, 
and making this recognition perform If it is made to a more reliable medal 
management method, in addition an indication of a deposit of a medal or the history 
of expenditure of a medal which can be viewed is given like the management method 
of the 17th mode, the trouble of a customer and a game center is effectively 
avoidable. 

[0029] In this invention, you may send the information which contained the medal 
custody number of sheets of the customer concerned in a customer s portable 
telephone removed from the terminal like the management method of the 1 8th mode, 
like the management method of the 19th mode You may send the information 
containing the game software to which a customer can perform a medal game to a 
customers portable telephone removed from the terminal the charge or for nothing, 
here In case the information containing game software is sent for pay Like the 
management method of the 20th mode, required medal number of sheets is 
subtracted from a customer s medal custody number of sheets, and are good also 
considering the medal number of sheets after subtraction as a customer s medal 
custody number of sheets, like the management method of the 21st mode You may 
urge a customer to transmit the medal number of sheets newly gained after the 
game of the medal game concerning game software to the management equipment 
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or the server concerning a game center. You may include the advertisement of the 
medal game of new arrival of goods of a game center or other game centers of a 
sequence, an event, etc. in this information like the management method of the 22nd 
mode. 

[0030] In this invention, informational dispatch may be performed using a private 
telecommunication circuit, and you may carry out through an E-mail (e-mail) through 
a communication line like the so-called Internet, and acquisition of a customer can 
be further promoted by sending this information. 

[0031] As for each of the management equipment for enforcing the management 
equipment for enforcing the registration method of this invention, and the medal 
management method for the games, a portable telephone is connected. Although this 
management equipment can enforce now both the registration method of this 
invention, and a management method and makes connection between management 
equipment and a portable telephone using a desirable local cable, for example, the 
cable prepared for the game center this invention may not be limited to this, but 
may be performed using the local radio contact using the contact, the electric wave, 
or light which insert and remove were free and was attached to the portable 
telephone to management equipment, and may be further performed through a 
communication line, the Internet, etc. 
[0032] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] Next, this invention and the desirable example of the 
gestalt of the operation are explained still in detail with reference to drawing. In 
addition, this invention is not limited to the example of the gestalt of these 
operations at all. 

[0033] An example of the registration method for registering previously the data 
which specify a customer is previously explained with reference to drawing 1 and 
drawing 2 . 

[0034] As shown in drawing 1 and drawing 2 , first, by the customer side, the 
identification card and portable telephone 2 like an automobile license and a health 
insurance card are brought to the game center 1 equipped with the medal game, and 
the address, a name, age, etc. are indicated on the admission card which the game 
center 1 side prepared (Step 1). 

[0035] Next, the salesclerk of a game center 1 receives from a customer the 
admission card with which the portable telephone 2 and the required matter were 
indicated. In this example as management equipment currently installed in the game 
center 1, connect a customers portable telephone 2 to a terminal unit 3 through a 
cable 4 (Step 2), and by keyboard grabbing of the terminal unit 3 by the salesclerk 
after this connection The data (henceforth peculiar ID) which specify the serial 
number beforehand memorized by the portable telephone 2 which specifies a 
customer, and the telephone number of a portable telephone are read from a 
portable telephone 2. Read into a terminal unit 3 (Step 3), and this peculiar ID is 
made into a reference keyword. It searches with a terminal unit 3 whether the same 
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data as the peculiar ID concerned are already registered into the customer 
registration field of the storage of a terminal unit 3 (Step 4), and is based on this 
reference result, with a terminal unit 3 When the same data as peculiar ID are not 
yet registered into the customer registration field of the storage of a terminal unit 3 
When it determines that registration is good and the same data as peculiar ID are 
already registered into the customer registration field of the storage of a terminal 
unit 3 Registration is determined as no, the determination of these reference results 
and the propriety of registration is displayed on the display 5 of a terminal unit 3 
possible [ viewing 3, and it is made to tell a customer and a salesclerk (Step 5). 
[0036] After displaying [ these ] on a display 5, in the case of the no of registration 
A salesclerk tells a customer that, a portable telephone 2 is removed from a cable 4, 
and a portable telephone 2 is returned to a customer (Step 11). when registration is 
good While inputting into a terminal unit 3 data, such as the address which operated 
the keyboard of a terminal unit 3 after the check of the identification card which the 
customer brought, and was indicated by the admission card, a name, and age By the 
display of a salesclerk or a display 5, the registration of data which specifies a 
customers own personal identification number or own password For example, a 
customer is urged to carry out by operating a portable telephone 2, and the input to 
the terminal unit 3 through a customer's own personal identification number or the 
portable telephone 2 of a password is made to perform (Step 6). 
[0037] The data which specify data, a personal identification number, or passwords, 
such as the address and the name which were inputted, and age, are related with 
previous peculiar ID, and these are registered into the new customer registration 
field of the storage of a terminal unit 3 as data which specify a customer (Step 7). 
This registration is the registration instruction by keyboard grabbing of a salesclerk's 
terminal unit 3, or is automatically performed after the input of a personal 
identification number or a password, and a terminal unit 3 sets a new customer 
registration field as own storage by this, memorizes it here, and is registered. 
[0038] Printing and the member card 7 which carried out magnetic storage are 
published for a part of new customer registration matter [ at least ] through card 
issue and a card reader 6 under control of a terminal unit 3 after registration (Step 
8). While expressing the message of a new customer registration end as a display 5 
after issue of the member card 7 (Step 9) and removing a portable telephone 2 from 
a cable 4 henceforth While picking out the member card 7 from card issue and a 
card reader 6 (Step 10) and returning a portable telephone 2 to a customer, the 
member card 7 is lent or transferred and a new customer receives these portable 
telephones 2 and the member card 7 (Step 11). 

[0039] In order to register the data which specify a customer using a portable 
telephone 2 according to the above registration method It ** by not imposing a duty 
of possession of the member card 7 upon a customer in the deposit and expenditure 
of a medal which are described after next coming to the store. In order to read from 
portable telephone 2 the very thing, the data which can mitigate a customers 
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burden, and may increase ****** and specify a customer Since the data which 
specify a customer s own personal identification number or own password as the 
data which are not made worried [ a customers hand ] upwards, can prevent a 
registration error, and specify a customer are included Since use of others by loss 
of a portable telephone 2 etc. can be prevented effectively, this is further demanded 
from a customer about registration of the data about a personal identification 
number or a password and it is made to make it carry out to a customer Since the 
secret nature of a personal identification number or a password can be held, the 
data which specify a customers address, name, and age after the determination of 
the propriety of registration are moreover related with the data which specify a 
customer and it is made to register In order to publish the member card 7 which 
could build the database which can exclude useless operation and has utility value 
more about customer acquisition upwards, and memorized a part of new customer 
registration matter [ at least ] after registration By issue of this member card, when 
the customer has not done **** bringing of the portable telephone 2, the deposit 
and expenditure of a medal which are described henceforth can be performed as 
usual. 

[0040] Furthermore, since the data which specify a customer as the terminal unit 3 
with which the game center 1 was equipped in local so to speak are registered 
according to the above registration method, when costs, such as a server, are 
reducible, an e-mail etc. can perform finely the local advertisement about the game 
center 1 concerned etc. to a portable telephone 2 through the communication lines 
1 1 , such as the Internet, from a terminal unit 3. 

[0041] Although the data which specify a customer as a terminal unit 3 were 
registered in the above-mentioned registration method Replaced with this or were 
linked to the terminal unit 3 through the communication line 1 1 with this. You may 
make it register the data which specify a customer as the terminal unit 15 as 
management equipment of the head office 13 linked to the server 14 or server 14 of 
a head office 13 which has jurisdiction [ game center / of other sequences / 12 / a 
game center 1 and ]. 

[0042] If the data which specify the new customer of the game centers 1 and 12 of 
a sequence as the server 14 or terminal unit 15 of a head office 12 are registered in 
package, the manager who manages a game center 1 can use this as a database, and 
can use it effectively [ advertising customer acquisition, a management plan, etc. ] 
and effectively. 

[0043] When a medal remains after the customer newly registered as mentioned 
above performed the medal game in the game center 1 , in order to have by the 
medal by which the following coming-to-the-store (coming to the store to game 
center 1 and game center 1 2 of sequence concerned is included) smell lever 
remained and to perform a medal game, an example of the medal management 
method in the case of depositing the medal concerned in the game center 1 
concerned is explained below with reference to drawing 1 and drawing 3 . 
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[0044] In drawing 1 and drawing 3 , a customer brings custody schedule medal 
number of sheets, for example, the medal of 500 sheets, and a portable telephone 2 
after the end of a medal game (Step 21), the salesclerk of the game center 1 
equipped with the medal game concerned receives this brought medal and portable 
telephone 2, and, this salesclerk connects the portable telephone 2 of the customer 
who received to the terminal unit 3 currently installed in the game center 1 through 
a cable 4 (Step 22). the method previously indicated in this terminal unit 3 — or the 
data which specify the serial number of a portable telephone, the telephone number 
of a portable telephone and a customers own personal identification number, or a 
password are beforehand registered by other methods as data which specify a 
customer 

[0045] Peculiar ID of the portable telephone 2 which specifies a customer is read 
from a portable telephone 2 by keyboard grabbing of the terminal unit 3 by the 
salesclerk after connection. Read into a terminal unit 3 (Step 23), and this peculiar 
ID is made into a reference keyword. Search with a terminal unit 3 whether the same 
data as the peculiar ID concerned are already registered into the customer 
registration field of the storage of a terminal unit 3 (Step 24), and it is set to this 
reference result. When the same data as peculiar ID are not yet registered into the 
customer registration field of the storage of a terminal unit 3 When it deposits in a 
terminal unit 3, it is decided that it will be no and the same data as peculiar ID are 
already registered into the customer registration field of the storage of a terminal 
unit 3 It deposits in a terminal unit 3 and determines to be good, when the 
determination of these reference results and the propriety of a deposit and a 
deposit are good The required information on others, such as a name of the deposit 
number of sheets registered now and the customer concerned, is displayed on a 
display 5 possible [ viewing ], and a customer and a salesclerk are told about it (Step 
25). 

[0046] In addition, without using only peculiar ID, this data and peculiar ID are 
compared with the personal identification number or the password, and peculiar ID 
which have already been registered into the customer registration field of the 
storage of a terminal unit 3 using the data which specify a customer's personal 
identification number or password this peculiar ID and own, and you may make it 
determine the propriety of a deposit in the above-mentioned reference, in this case, 
keyboard grabbing of after the entry of data which a salesclerk demands from a 
customer performing the entry of data which specifies a customers own personal 
identification number or own password before keyboard grabbing of a terminal unit 3 
using the keyboard of a portable telephone 2 or a terminal unit 3, and specifies a 
customer s personal identification number or password, and a terminal unit 3 — or 
you may make it make a terminal unit 3 perform reference automatically 
[0047] When it is the case of deposit no and a customer wishes new registration by 
the reference result When the data which specify the new customer who indicated 
previously are registered and a customer does not wish new registration A portable 
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telephone 2 is returned to a customer, a customer receives a portable telephone 2 
(Step 30), and other suitable disposal is performed about a deposit of a medal, when 
a deposit is good A salesclerk inputs medal custody number of sheets as 500 sheets 
by keyboard grabbing of a terminal unit 3 (Step 26). by this input a terminal unit 3 
When medal custody number of sheets already exists in the customer of relevance 
The medal custody number of sheets adding the new medal custody number of 
sheets inputted as the already memorized medal custody number of sheets is made 
into updating medal custody number of sheets, when that is not right Only the 
inputted new medal custody number of sheets is related with the data which specify 
the customer concerned, respectively, and is memorized and registered (Step 27). 
[0048] In addition, you may make it make a portable telephone 2 memorize the medal 
custody number of sheets which the terminal unit 3 memorized through a terminal 
unit 3 with the storage concerned. 

[0049] After registration of medal custody number of sheets, under control of a 
terminal unit 3, medal custody number of sheets is expressed as a display 5 (Step 
28), henceforth, a portable telephone 2 will be removed from a cable 4, a portable 
telephone 2 will be returned to a customer (Step 29), and a customer will receive a 
portable telephone 2 with the display of the message of the custody registration end 
(Step 30). 

[0050] In addition, when a salesclerk asks a customer about whether there is any 
error in the custody number of sheets when a display 5 performs medal custody 
number of sheets and there is no error about it, you may make it demand 
recognition from a customer so that the keyboard or portable telephone 2 of a 
terminal unit 3 may be operated and the recognition may. be received. This 
recognition may be data which specify the date etc. in addition to a customer's 
personal identification number or password, and, as for these recognition data, it is 
good to relate with the data which specify a customer, and to memorize and register. 
[0051] After a customer deposits [ in / a game center 1 / as mentioned above ] a 
medal, in order to perform a medal game in the next coming to the store (coming to 
the store to a game center 1 and the game center 12 of a sequence concerned is 
included), an example of the medal management method in the case of receiving 
expenditure of a medal from a game center 1 is explained below with reference to 
drawing 1 and drawing 4 . 

[0052] In drawing 1 and drawing 4 , a customer brings a portable telephone 2 to the 
game center 1 equipped with the medal game (Step 41), the salesclerk of a game 
center 1 receives this brought portable telephone 2, and a salesclerk connects the 
portable telephone 2 of the customer who received to the terminal unit 3 currently 
installed in the game center 1 through a cable 4 (Step 42). the method previously 
indicated like the above in this terminal unit 3 — or the data which specify the serial 
number of a portable telephone, the telephone number of a portable telephone and a 
customers own personal identification number, or a password are beforehand 
registered by other methods as data which specify a customer 
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[0053] Peculiar ID of the portable telephone 2 which specifies a customer is read 
from a portable telephone 2 by keyboard grabbing of the terminal unit 3 by the 
salesclerk after connection. Read into a terminal unit 3 (Step 43), and this peculiar 
ID is made into a reference keyword. It searches with a terminal unit 3 whether the 
same data as the peculiar ID concerned are already registered into the customer 
registration field of the storage of a terminal unit 3 (Step 44). Even if it is the case 
where it is registered when the same data as peculiar ID are not yet registered into 
the customer registration field of the storage of a terminal unit 3 based on this 
reference result or When there is zero deposit number of sheets, pay out with a 
terminal unit 3 and it is decided that it will be no. The same data as peculiar ID are 
already registered into the customer registration field of the storage of a terminal 
unit 3. deposit number of sheets not zero sheet but in existing It pays out with a 
terminal unit 3 and determines to be good, when the determination of these 
reference results and the propriety of expenditure and expenditure are good The 
required information on others, such as a name of the deposit number of sheets 
registered now and the customer concerned, is displayed on a display 5 possible 
[ viewing ], and a customer and a salesclerk are told about it (Step 45). 
[0054] In addition, without using only peculiar ID, this data and peculiar ID are 
compared with the personal identification number or the password, and peculiar ID 
which have already been registered into the customer registration field of the 
storage of a terminal unit 3 using the data which specify a customers personal 
identification number or password this peculiar ID and own, and you may make it 
determine the propriety of expenditure also in the above-mentioned reference. In 
this case, a salesclerk demands from a customer performing the entry of data which 
specifies a customers own personal identification number or own password before 
keyboard grabbing of a terminal unit 3 using the keyboard of a portable telephone 2 
or a terminal unit 3, and does keyboard grabbing of after the entry of data which 
specifies a customers personal identification number or password, and a terminal 
unit 3, or may be made to make a terminal unit 3 perform reference automatically. 
[0055] When the data itself which specifies a customer pay out by un-registering, it 
is the case of no and a customer wishes new registration by the reference result 
Although the data itself which a portable telephone 2 is returned to a customer, and 
a customer receives a portable telephone 2 (Step 40), performs disposal suitable 
about the purchase of a medal, and specifies a customer are registered when the 
data which specify the new customer who indicated previously are registered and a 
customer does not wish new registration Deposit number of sheets pays out by zero 
sheet, in the case of no A portable telephone 2 is returned to a customer, and a 
customer receives a portable telephone 2 (Step 40), and performs disposal suitable 
about the purchase of a medal, when expenditure is good A salesclerk inputs medal 
expenditure number of sheets as 200 sheets of a small number rather than custody 
number of sheets by keyboard grabbing of a terminal unit 3 (Step 26). by this input a 
terminal unit 3 By making the medal custody number of sheets which subtracted the 
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new expenditure number of sheets inputted from the already memorized medal 
custody number of sheets into updating medal custody number of sheets, it relates 
with the data which specify the customer concerned, and memorizes and registers 
(Step 47). 

[0056] In addition, you may make it make a portable telephone 2 memorize the 
updating medal custody number of sheets which the terminal unit 3 memorized 
through a terminal unit 3 with the storage concerned. 

[0057] Under control of a terminal unit 3 after registration of the medal custody 
number of sheets subtracted and updated With the display of the message of the 
expenditure registration end, a display 5 performs the display of expenditure medal 
number of sheets and updating custody number of sheets (Step 48), and a portable 
telephone 2 is henceforth removed from a cable 4. It will pay out a customer, a 
portable telephone 2 will be returned with the medal of number of sheets (Step 49), . 
and a customer will receive the medal of 200 sheets and portable telephone 2 (Step 
40). And a customer can perform now the medal game with which the game center 1 
concerned was equipped by the received medal of 200 sheets. 

[0058] In addition, when a display 5 performs medal expenditure number of sheets, a 
salesclerk asks [ the / which updated ] a customer about whether it keeps and 
there is any error in number of sheets, and when there is no error, you may make it 
demand recognition from a customer so that the keyboard or portable telephone 2 of 
a terminal unit 3 may be operated and the recognition may be received. This 
recognition may be data which specify the date etc. in addition to a customers 
personal identification number or password, and, as for these recognition data, it is 
good to relate with the data which specify a customer, and to memorize and register. 
[0059] In this way, in a medal management method, the deposit and expenditure of a 
medal concerning a customer s game center concerned are managed based on the 
above-mentioned reference result. 

[0060] In order according to this management method to search the data beforehand 
registered from the data from a portable telephone 2 using a portable telephone 2 
and to manage a medal based on this reference result ** by not imposing a duty of 
possession of the member card 7 upon a customer, and a customers burden is 
mitigated. Since the data which specify the serial number of a portable telephone 2 
to the portable telephone 2 by which the data which may increase ****** and 
specify a customer were connected to the terminal unit 3, and the telephone number 
of a portable telephone are read Upwards do not trouble a customer s hand, can 
prevent a registration error, and further, since the data which specify a personal 
identification number or a password are used Since the entry of data which can 
prevent effectively use of others by the cellular phone which carried out loss etc., 
and specifies a customers own personal identification number or own password 
using a portable telephone 2 or a terminal unit 3 is demanded from a customer and 
the input of this is made to give a customer Since can hold the secret nature of a 
personal identification number or a password, and can moreover mitigate a 
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salesclerk's burden, and the trouble by the input error can be avoided, and a 
reference result is told and medal number of sheets is inputted after that Since 
useless number^of-sheets alter operation can be avoided and medal custody 
number of sheets is moreover memorized in local to a terminal unit 3 while being 
able to ensure the next operation without futility, costs, such as a server, can be cut 
down upwards and local management can be performed finely. 
[0061] Furthermore, since medal custody number of sheets is memorized to a 
portable telephone 2 according to the above-mentioned management method It can 
make it possible to check medal custody number of sheets for customer itself 
always, moreover In expenditure of a next medal, coincidence with the medal 
custody number of sheets by the side of a game center 1 can be checked, and a 
trouble can be avoided. Furthermore, since the deposit rear stirrup of a medal 
demands recognition of the medal custody number of sheets after expenditure of a 
medal from a customer and makes this recognition perform to a customer, it is made 
to a more reliable medal management method. 

[0062] In the above-mentioned management method, although the portable 
telephone 2 is used, if a customer wishes, a card 7 may be inserted in card issue 
and a card reader 6, a deposit of the same medal as the above or expenditure of a 
medal may be performed to the customer who brought the card 7 from the 
information memorized by the card 7, and a medal may be managed. 
[0063] You may make it the deposit rear stirrup of a medal memorize medal custody 
number of sheets after expenditure of a medal to the server 14 or terminal unit 15 
linked to the terminal unit 3 through the communication line. 

[0064] Moreover, if medal custody number of sheets is memorized, for example in 
package to the server 14 of a head office 13, this can be used as a database and it 
can use effectively [ advertising customer acquisition, a management plan, etc. ] and 
effectively, and a deposit of a medal or the history of expenditure of a medal may 
display possible [ viewing ] using the printer of a display 5 or a terminal unit 3, and if 
it does in this way, the trouble of a customer and a game center is effectively 
avoidable. 

[0065] To a customers portable telephone 2 removed from the terminal unit 3, 
furthermore, the medal custody number of sheets of the customer concerned, The 
medal game of new arrival of goods of a game center 1 or other game centers 12 of 
a sequence, The information containing the game software to which the 
advertisement and customer of an event etc. can perform a medal game You may 
send the charge or for nothing by the E-mail (e-mail) etc. through the 
communication lines 1 1 , such as a private telecommunication circuit or the so-called 
Internet, here In case the information containing game software is sent for pay 
Subtract required medal number of sheets from a customer s medal custody number 
of sheets, and are good also considering the medal number of sheets after 
subtraction as a customer s medal custody number of sheets. You may urge a 
customer to transmit the medal number of sheets newly gained after the game of 
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the medal game concerning game software to the terminal unit 3, 15, or the server 

14 concerning a game center 1. 

[0066] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to this invention, it is not necessary to impose a 
duty of possession of a member card upon a customer in coming to the store. Can 
mitigate a customer's burden and the customer itself can check the deposit number 
of sheets of a medal, and moreover, can pass various information to a customer and 
it ** to him. The management equipment and the portable telephone for enforcing 
the registration method of the customer who performs the medal game installed in 
the game center which may increase ******, the management methods of the medal 
for games, and those methods can be offered.
